For mon* than fifty years that por­ 
tion of the upper Mississippi river val 
ley Immediately contiguous to the Des 
Moines rapids, In Iowa, has dreamed I 
of the day when the waters would lie 
harnessed aud factories would line the 
banks. 
But the yi*ars passed, and the 
stones djd not assemble themselves tc 
form any dam, aud trade went inland 
When the word went forth that after 
fifty years of hoping and dreaming a 
mile wide dam was to lie built there 
were many yet unconverted from doubt 
But when congress took favorable ac 
hon and granted tile necessary fra re 
chises the doubters began to wax en­ 
thusiastic.

[’resident 
Roosevelt 
signed the franchise for the lramenst 
dam nnd power plant on Feb. 9, 1905 
tile eves of the entire country were or 
Keokuk. 
VV lien the necessary $20,000,- 
j (Hit) capitai was secured and the first 
shovelful of dirt was turned the world 
I woke up to the feet that tin* lipper Mis* 
j sissippl valley held tile key to the in­ 
dustrial future. 
On Jan. it, 1910, definite announce 
motif was made to the world that th* 
dam would Im* built. 
By Feb. I several 
score of men were at work. 
Early in 
Doce inlier, 1910. 500 men started tc 
work on Hie iowa shore. 
Throughout 
the entire winter they toiled to throw 
a rampart across the river. 


250,000 Horsepower. 
Win rn tin* waters, guided by engi 
Deering craft, pass through thirty tur 
bines they will generate 250,000 horse 
power, enough to light every private 
and public lamp, run every street car 
and turn every factory wheel In prac 
tically every 
Mississippi valley city 
from the Saint on the north to the 
Saint on the south. 
Two thousand 
men went to work with the breaking 
up of the ice and the opening of navi­ 
gation. 
The dam is to be the largest In tm 
world, with the single exception of the 
Assuan 
irrigating 
dam 
across 
the 
Nile, I ii Egypt. The w ater power plant 
will be the largest In the world with 
out exception unless two or more ol 
the Niagara plants are combined for 
the purpose of comparison. 
When completed the dam will be 
5,800 feet In length, of re-enforcec 
concrete, thirty seven feet high and ol 
the 
same 
width, 
the 
foundation* 
burled for seven feet In the solid lime 
stone bed of the river’s gorge. 
Extending practically due east and 
west across the river, the darn will 
run Its uninterrupted course for LPM 
feet, when it will veer to the scut I 
and give way to the {tower plant or 
the Iowa shore, w here the turbulent 
w aters will he converted Into cominer 
elal power. 


W ill Form a Lake. 
The dam will result in the forma 
tion of an immense lake from three ti 
five miles wide and forty miles Ion*. 
above Keokuk, overflowing the low 
lands and entirely changing the topog 
raphy of the country now immediate 
ly adjacent to the river. 
It will alae 
completely drown out the niue milt 
canal built forty years ago at a cost 
of $8,900,990. 
It is one <»f the require 
m eats of tile federal franchise that 
this government canal, with Its i b m 
h*oks, shall la* supplanted by a new 
one lock canal and a new drydock ti 
be given the necessary running power 
free of i barge to the end of time. 
The dam completed, the rapids will 
give way to a placid pool or lake, ut 
and down and at ross which the beav 
lest laden I ma ta may travel in safety 
In tin* second plate, Keokuk will be­ 
come one of the largest power dis 
tributing centers in the entire world 
Already contracts have been signed 
for the transmission of 90,009 horse 
power to St Louis. 175 miles south, ti 
run tile street cars and 
light 
tin 
streets of that city. 
Already negotia 
thins are under way to transmit the 
power north and south, east and west, 
from 8f. Paul to Memphis and from 
Chicago to Omaha.

Ile has been known not to descend to 
the botel office once in a year 


Seldom Left His Room. 
It was not that he fell into mental 
inertia, not that he permitted himself 
to degenerate into slothful habits. His 
room is a miniature library. 
Ile slept 
little, read 
and studied incessantly. 
Although secluded in his room, he has 
never abandoned a certain fastidious­ 
ness of dress characteristic of Spanish 
gentlemen. 
His linen has been fine 
and soft, and the other appointments 
of his attire and toilet have been in 
keeping. 
Lie chose his apartm ent deliberately 
with tin* idea of shutting himself off 
from the world 
It is tiigh up in the 
hotel and fa r in the rear. 
He never 
sees the great crowded thoroughfare 
without; the clang of the trolley cars 
does not pass his threshold. 
In all the thirty years he has lived 
there the only guest he ever has enter­ 
tained within his retreat is his nephew. 
a civil engineer. 
Clad in dressing gown and reclining 
In a big easy chair, the hermit of 
Broadway, now eighty-eight years old, 
told why he had chosen so queerly to 
lire alone in the very heart of a great. 
noisy. Crowded section of a big city. 
In the main his explanation was that 
an antipathy toward religion, which 
appears to have developed into an ob 
session, drove him out of association 
with his fellow man.

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f A brief sum m ary of the story of the 
ten tribes and their sin is found in 
(.verse 21 of our lesson chapter in these 
words, “H e rent Israel from the house 
of Dajrid, and they made Jeroboam, 
the son of Nebat, king, and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Lord 
and made them sin a great sin.” 
Our 
whole lesson today is a sum m ary of 
the sin of the ten tribes. 
From their 
first king. Jeroboam, to their last. Bo­ 
shes, they had. including these two, 
nineteen rulers covering a period of 
260 years, part of which was an inter­ 
regnum and part a time of anarchy. 
There was not one good ruler among 
them all, nor any real turning to the 
Lord, though He sent them from time 
to time as His messengers to plead 
with them, the unnamed blan of God 
from Judah and the prophets Ahijah, 
Elijah, Micaiah, Elisha. Jonah, Hosea, 
Amos and Oded. 
The record of their 
persistent rebellion and sin is given 
briefly in verses 14 to IS of our lesson 
chapter, and what a record it is! They 
would nor hear. dbl not believe in the 
Lord their God. reacted His statutes, 
left all His commandments, followed 
vanity and became vain. sold them­ 
selves to do evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 
The record concerning Judah 
over a hundred years later rends thus: 
“They mocked the messengers of God 
and despised His words and misused 
His prophets until the wrath of the 
Lord arose against 
His people till 
there 
was 
no 
remedy'* 
(ll 
Chron. 
xx xvi. IGI. 
Last days have alw ays been times of 
gTeat rebellion against God. as were 
the days of Noah before the flood 
(Gen. vi. 5. ll, 12>. and. according to 
the testimony of our Lord Jesus, such 
will be the case again at the end of 
this age just before He shall come In 
His glory to set up His kingdom of 
righteousness and peace on this earth 
(Matt, xxiv, 37-39; Luke xvii, 26-30). 
The present unbelief in high places, In 
pulpits and in many theological semi­ 
naries Is a sure indication that we are 
in the last days of this evil age. which 
are described in II Tim. iii, 1-5; iv. 3. 
4; II Pet. iii, 3-7. As truly as the flood 
came in the days of Noah, the captivi­ 
ties of Israel and Judah in their day, 
the destruction of Jerusalem and the 
scattering of Israel among all nations. 
so surely shall the judgm ents come that 
are to close this age and Introduce a 
better one of peace and righteousness 
The warning as to what would come 


upon them If they turned aw ay rrom 
the Lord and served other gods is w rit­ 
ten very plainly in D e u t Iv, 25-27. and 
elsewhere, and, though the purpose of 
God may be delayed, whether for mer 
cy or judgment, it cannot be frustrated 
(Isa. xiv. 24>. God gives many a w arn­ 
ing before He finally lets the stroke 
fall. 
In the days of the king preced­ 
ing Hoshea a king of Assyria carried 
away many captives (chapter xv, 29). 
but the warning was not heeded. 
This was probably the Sargon of 
Isa. xx, I. 
On what is known as Sar- 
gon’s cylinder, exhumed from Nineveh, 
are found these words. “ I besieged tile 
city of Samaria and took it. 
I carried 
off 27.280 of the citizens. 
I chose fifty 
chariots for myself from the whole 
number taken. 
All tile other property 
of the people of tile town I left for my 
servants to take. 
In the place of those 
taken into captivity I sent t hit tier in­ 
habitants of lands conquered by me 
and imposed the tribute on them which 
I require from Assyrians.” This reads 
very much like verse 24 of our lesson 
chapter, and the following verses ten 
how this mixed multitude under tile 
teaching of one of the priests of Israel 
learned to fear the Lord and serve 
their 
own 
gods 
after 
the 
manner 
of the nations (verse 33). 
“They fear­ 
ed the Lord and served their graven 
images” (verse 41). which means that 
they did not in any true sense fear the 
Lord (verse 34). They are described in 
Isa. xxix. 13 as those who honor God 
only with mouth and lips, Gut have re­ 
moved the heart far from Him. and 
their fear toward Him is taught by the 
precept of men. 
See also Ezek. xxxiii. 
31, and the words of the Lord Jesus In 
Matt. xv. 7-9. 
Tile Inst days of this 
present age are described in II Tim. iii. 
Israel bad been brought out of Egypt 
and placed in the land given to Abra­ 
ham. Isaac and Jacob that they might 
be a peculiar 
people unto God. set 
apart for Himself, unlike other na 
tions, having God Himself as their 
king, Judge and lawgiver (Ex. xix, 4-6; 
Isa. xxxiii, 22). 
But first secretly and 
then openly they turned from God to 
idols and did as the heathen whom the 
Lord carried aw ay before them (verses 
9-12). 
Though Fie sent many messen­ 
gers who entreated them to turn from 
their evil ways and return to the Lord, 
they would not hear, Jhut hardened 
their necks like to the neck of their 
fathers, th at did not believe in the 
Lord their God (verses 13. 14). 


It is written in Tit. Ii, 14 concerning 
present day believers that "Our Saviour 
Jesus Christ gave Himself for us that 
He might redeem us from ail iniquity 
and purify unto Flimself a people for 
His own possession” (revised version). ; 
W hen we consider the conformity to 
this present age of tile great mass of j 
church members instead of their sepa­ 
ration unto God we can but wonder at 
His mercy and long suffering, but the 
day of the Lord will come.
